Every Frid- y .night is a teen-ago social even- 
ing at all the .Centres with dancing, snail games, movies and. so on. On other nights 
during the week, there are boys » end ..girls* sports, glee clubs, press clubs', dramatic 
groups, jazz appreciation - anything a group desires. This programme is planned and s . 
executed by the Community Teen-age Council who are elected annually. The director is 
their adviser and- helps them to produce what the members want. There are ii^ter-corr.un- 
ity and city-wide events in most of the activitie s which, are planned by the Ottawa 
Teer t -age Councils*' Executive, This group is made up of two appointees from .each of 
the Community Teen-age Councils and have me as their adviser. 

Among' some of their accomplishments to date are several Comdances (Community Dances) 
held in the Coliseum herd with anywhere' frohi three to five thousand .tpeijs attending ;• / 
in te'r-c ccsiun it y ’b a sire tball , volleyball and table-tennis tournaments and. a. Corn (drama) 
Festival. They are a -live wire bur. ch and a joy to work with even if they do .keep .me 
stepping. One -of our biggest problems at present is staff. It seems that all the^ 
good people in'-'Ottawa ard so busy they just can*t take on any more. If any Phys. .Eds. 
in Ottawa ars trying to fill one or t o evenings a week, one of cur Centres could do 
that quite easily «
